Op to the morning of his death.the 


deceased gentleman had been enjoy- 
ing the best of health. He had been 
visiting his friends and taking leave 
of them, prior to his departure for the 
United States, which was fixed for 
the 6th proximo, and nothing indi- 
cated his sudden demise. He awoke 
and dressed as usual early on the 
27th, played for some little time .with 
his two grandchildren, of whom he 
was excessively fond, 
and then, 


whilst washing his face, was sudden- 
ly seized with saeh intense jj'sin in 
the region of the heart as compelled 
him to give vent to agonizing cries, 
which aroused every one in the house. 
He was soon surrounded by Mrs. 
Hurlbut and his son, Mrs. George 
Hnrlbut, and his wife and servants, 
but for some minutes remained in 
strong agony and totally deprived of 
all power of articulation. A doctor 
was almost instantaneously summon- 
ed, but no appliances were at hand 
to render assistance, even if such 
could have been of service against 
the acute attack from which the Gen- 
oral was suffering. 
He was placed 


upon a bed, where he momentarily 
recovered consciousness. His first 
exclamation was, "God bless you all; 
I am dying; oh, my heart!" A few 
more disjointed phrases were all he 
uttered, and in less than twenty min- 
utes from the first attack he ceased 
to exist 


Directly after the calamity became 


known, General Lynch despatched 
an aide to offer surgical or other as 
sis'tance which might be required 
and the Legation was thronged by 
a multitude of all nationalities,whose 
subdued voices and spontaneous con 
dolences proved how terribly an< 
widespread the blow had made itsel 
felt. 


General Lynch at once offered, in 


the name of the government of Chili, 
to take charge of the remains and 
give them a public burial, conducted 
with the ceremony and honor due to 
the high official position and military 
rank of the deceased. 
This offer, 


however, was declined by Mrs. Hurl- 
but, who was averse to a military dis- 
play, and expressed the wish that the 
Episcopal Church services should be 
held at the Legation, and that the 
body have temporary lodgment in 
the Moiggs vault at Villegas, kindly 
placed at her disposal by Henry 
Meiggs, pending the transfer of the 
remains to the United States. 


These wishes were carried out, al- 


though 
modified 
by 
a 
large 


attendance at the removal of the re- 
mains from the Legation to the rail- 
road station, and by acceding the re 


fire brigade, which had been permit- 
ted to offer this iribnte of respect, 
and was preeedeft by about 100 Free 
Masons of all nationalities, in ordin- 
ary costume. The hearse was drawn 
by" volunteer Americans when it 
moved from the legation. 
Men of 


all ranks and nationalities surround- 
ed flie hearse, which WEB surmount- 
ed by floral'tributes. On one side 
was Admiral Lynch, the Chilian. Com- 
mander; on the other, Canevaro, the 
unsuccessful candidate for Peruvian 
military honors. There were 'Ires 
cott, United States Envoy to the Pa- 
cific Republics; Senor llibeyroa, 
President of the Peruvian Supreme 
Court; the American and French 
Admirals, and General Moore. There 
were many French, Italian and Chil- 
ian naval officers, and a score of well- 
known Peruvians. 
Behind came 


Goorge Hnrlbnt, son of the deceased, 
and liev. Mr. Lewis; then followed 
other intimate friends of the family, 
and behind them the officers of the 
Pensacola, Lackawanna, Adams and 
Onward, and with them officers from 
the Chilian ironclad Blanco Encala- 
dia; then about two hundred unat- 
tached Chilian officers of all grades, 
whilst bringing up the rear, and a 
thousand strong, at least, was every

The Midland 
will now consider the village of Farmdale, 
about seven miles across' the river from 
Peoria, their terminus, and will make ar- 
rangements with the Wabasb, by which 
that company will transfer all the Mid- 
land's freight to and from Peoria. The 
Midland will make close connections with 
the Wabash. At present the Midland is 
running no passenger trains, and only 
two mixed freight per day, one on each 
division of the road, the central point be- 
ing Decatnr. 


Tnree More Wards. 


It is intimated by a "liberal" citizen 


that a suggestion is being considered to 
rcdistrict the city of Decatur. 
The 


scheme proposed is to form two wards 
out of the first, two out of the second and 
two out of the third, which will make 
eight wards altogether. The representa- 
tion in the council would then be 16 
aldermen, two from each ward. No ac- 
tion has yet been taken, but it is among 
the possibilities.
